First Closed Session, June 23, 1972, 2,35 C.D.T. 


Temparary Chairman James W, Moseley opened the session with a welcome to all the 
attending delegates, (See Appendix § 1 Sheet 1) 

Temporary Chairman Moseley then spoke of the events which had occured since the last 
Congress, (See Mid-Term Permanent Organizing Committee Meeting, Journal Page ^ 106; 
see also Open Letter to the Permanent Organizing Committee from the Robinson Committee, 
Pages § 107-108; and Mall Vote to Permanent Organizing Committee Page 109) and 
informed the Congress that while the Permanent Organizing Committee acting as a Permanent 
Chairman owing to the resignation of former Permanent Chairman Allen Manak, (see 
Appendix § 2 Sheet #1) under Title 3, Article 3 of the By-T^ws, had appointed him 
Temporary Chairman; they had not accepted any amendments to the By-Laws, 

Temporary Chairman Moseley then stated that the first Item on the agenda for the day 
must be the nominations for and the election of a Permanent Chairman. 

Mr, Gray Barker nominated James ?/, Moseley for the office, there were no further 
nominations and Mr, Moseley was elected Permanent Chairman by a unanimous vote. 

Permanent Chairman Moseley thanked the delegates and then asked for a minute of Silent 
Prayer for the Honor Roll of Robert Loftin and Mlran Lindtner. A motion was made to add 
the name of Dr, James A, McDonaldto the Honor Roll after the minute of Silent Prayer. 

The motion was seconded and carried, it was so ordered, (See Appendix 3, Sheet § 1) 

The Report of the Robinson Committee on Ethics, Correspondence and Membership for the 
Ninth Congress was then read and accepted as read, (See Appendix 4, ~ ‘^Ihcatfi 
# 1 & 2) 

There were no further reports, 

A motion was made to disband the Brasdovich Committee on Projects since this committee 
had never made any report. The motion was seconded and carried. 

It was moved that the U.F.O. Watch Filter Center still be retained as one of the 
projects 6f the Congress, the motion was seconded and carried. 

The resignation of the treasurer Mr, Ralph Fanning was then brought up. A motion was 
made to allow the Permanent Chairman to act in the capacity of treasurer as a temporary 


measure. The motion was seconded and carried. 

The proposed changes to Title IV Membership and Ethics which would amend with Articles 
4,5, k 6 (See Journal Page 109) was then brought up for discussion. The Permanent 
Chairman reviewed the Robinson Committee Open Letter to the permanent Organizing 
Committee ( See Journal Pages § 107 & 108) 

Mr, Greenfield then summarized his own views. Since he stated no amendment to the 
By-Laws had been made at the Eighth Congress with regards to the By-I^ws and since 
the 1970 Mid-Term Meeting had not the power to amend the By-Laws under Title VI, 

Article 2, without regard for Title VI, Article 3. The By-Laws were In effect not 
changed with regards to any amendments to Title TV,,. 

He further stated that he felt; that any collection of dues or levy of reglsteratlon 
charges and the equitable division of such monies should be in his opinion under the 
supervision, judgement and authority of the agency sponsoring each given convention 
and that he so moved. The motion was seconded and carried without any amendment to 
the By-Laws which remained as originally written before the controversy. This motion 
now outlawed the motion made at the Sixth Congress of Chariston W. Va, during the 
•Hiird Closed Session (See Journal Page #27) on June 20th 1969, 

The Robert E, Loftin Award which is presented each year, was this year donated by 

His Honor the Mayor of Logansport, Tnd. Mr Gray Barker presented It after a short speech 

to Permanent Organizing Committeeman Allen H. Greenfield for his meritorious service, 

Mr, Greenfield gave a short speech of acceptance. 

The next Item on the agenda tiae the question of the membership of the 

organizing CoMalttee. A motion to remove .e names of Al'an Kanak and Ralph lannlng 
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who had both resigned along with the names of Edward Blebel and Lawrence B''azey who 
were Inactive was made and seconded* The motion was carried and It was so ordered, 

A motion to place the names of Eugene Steinberg, Qeneva Steinberg, Barbara Hudson and 
Kevin McCray on the Permanent Organizing Committee was then made. The motion was 
seconded and carried and the Permanent Chairman appointed them to the P.O.C, 

There were no bids for the sponsorship of the next Congress and a motion to p^ace this 
matter in the hands of a committee of three, Greenfield, Moseley and Robinson was made 
the motion was seconded and carried and the Permanent Chairman appointed them as 
such a committee* 

Barbara Hudson next moved that the word Scientific be removed from the title Congress 
of Scientific Ufologists. Mr* Greenfield seconded the motion to strike the word from 
the title of the Congress. The Motion was carried and it was so ordered* 

Mr* Greenfield then moved that since the title was less meaningful a new organizational 
name should be used* A name which would be, still national and congruent. He proposed 
the title of "National UFO Conference". Mr, Steinberg seconded the motion and after 
discussion the matlon was carried^ to change the By-Laws and the Title as of this date 
to "National UFO Conference". The motion was carried by a 2/3rd vote* 

Mr. Greenfield than moved that the By-Laws be amended under Title III, by the addition 
of Article 11* This Article to read as followsi- 

" Any member of the Permanent Organizing Committee not participating in a mall 
vote taken between conventions, automatically becomes disqualified as a member 
of the P.O.C* Each participating member’s vot e must be r eceived within one 
month after the day the vote has been called for, (Definition of one month to 
be 31 days) or he will automatically lose his membership in the P.O.C, 

The failure or passage of the particular question relating to that mail vote 
will then depend upon the vote of the remaining P.O.C. members." 

Mr* Steinberg seconded the motion for the Article and the motion was carried by a 
2/3 vote. 

Permanent Chairman Moseley then called for open discussion end stated that in his 
opinion from personal experience on the lecture circuit, Interest in UFO’s was 
decHnl ng. 

Mr, Greenfield then played the tape recorded statements of John SchussTer of the 
Mid-West UFO Network, in which Mr.Schussler states that all the Networks meetings 
were a tremendous success* Mr* Greenfield contended that interest in UFO’s was as great 
as ever* Mr. Greenfield also stated that active researchers in the Conference shouM 
offer their services as local investigators to those scientists who were working 
in the field* Men such as Hynek, Friedman and Saunders.

Kurt Sutherly then reported on an attempted hoax by a person who not only asserted 
they had a sighting but also offered fake photos of it as evidence, 

A motion to adjourn was then made and carried 
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second Closed Session, June 24, 1972. 2.30 C.D.T. 

The Second Closed Session of the National UFO Conference was called to order by 
Permanent Chairman Moseley at 2.30 C.D.T. 

The Chair summarized the business taken care of by the First Closed Session and asked 
for any further New Business. 

Mr. Greenfield moved that Title T. of the By-Laws be amended by an Article 2. 
which would read as follows:- 

"The term "Congress of Scientific Ufologists" anQ"Natlonal UFO Conference" 
shall be understood to refer to the same organization; "The Congress of 
Scientific Ufologists" applying to all business and transactions prior to 
June 23, 1972 and "National UPO Conference" applying to all business and 
transactions subsequent to June 23, 1972. 

The motion to emend Title I., was seconded by Eugene Steinberg and carried by 
a 2/3 vote. 

Mr. Greenfield then asked that the question regarding the bids for the next 
Conference be re-opened for discussion. V/hen Mr. Moseley concured this made 
a majority of the committee to which It had been turned over to for resolution. 

Mr. Allen Greenfield then placed a bid for the next Conference for the UFO 
Observation of Atlanta, Ga., 

Mr. Elugene Steinberg moved for acceptance and the motion was seconded and carried. 
There being no further business It was moved to adjourn and the Conference ended.

Sent a letter of warning to all the P.O.C. members regarding the dangers and Illegality 
of the resolution regarding dues accepted by the less than 2/3 vote of the Permanent 
Organizing Committee Mid Teim meeting of November 14, 1970. 

Aided In creating an Ad-Hoc Permanent Organizing Committee meeting on January 1, 1972, 
which meeting created and accepted resolutions which would abide by the vote of the 
6 th Congress, Charlston, West Virginia. 

Circulated a mall vote of the P.O.C. for such resolutions as well as for the resolution 
of that Ad-Hoc Committee creating Mr. James W. Moseley a temporary chairman to act for 
the Permanent Organizing Committee as their choice of chairman.

TITLE I. AUTHORITY OP THIS DOOm^T 

(1) Upom approval of the admlmistrative eatity-structiire of the Congress of 
Sclemtlflc UFOloglsts as appropriate, this dociunemt shall serve as the 
fufidameBtal guideliae for direct activities of the said Congress. 

(2) The terms Congress of Sclemtiflc Ufologists and National UFO Conference 
shall be understood to refer to the same organization; the Congress of 
Scientific Ufologists applying to all business and transactions prior to 
June 23, 1972, and National UPO Conference applying to all business and 
transactions subsequent to June 23, 1972 

TITLE II. ADMINISTRATIVE STRUCTURE 

(1) Administration of the National UPO Conference shall be the responsibility 
of the Permanent Chairman, the Permanent Organizing Committee, other 
committees deemed appropriate, the administration of a convened Conference, 
the delegates of a convention of the Conference assembled. 

(2) Final authority is vested in the office of the Chairman of the Permanent 
Organizing Committee who shall otherwise be titled Pemanent Chaliman 
except as provided in Title Three, this document. All administrative intra- 
structures are of equal rank except as otherwise provided for. 

TITLE III. SPECIAL ADMINISTRATION AND PROCEDURE 

(1) In the event the Pemanent Chalman Is temporarily unable to continue his 
responsibilities, he may appoint a temporary replacement. 

(2) In the event the Pemanent Chairman is no longer able or willing to continue 
in his post at the time of the convention of the Conference, a majority of 
the delegates assembled may elect a new Permanent Chalman, subject to veto 
by a 2/3 majority of the membership of the Permanent Organizing Committee, 
acting within a three month period following the election. 

(») In the event the Pemanent Chalman is no longer able or willing to continue 
in his post at a time other than the time of the convention of the Conference 
the Permanent Organizing Committee shall act as Chairman until the next 
convention of the Conference at which time the procedure stated in Article Two 
this Title shall be brought into effect. 

(4) The tern of the Pemanent Chairman shall be indefinite, subject to temlnation 
through resignation, incapacitation or removal as per Article Five, this Title. 

(5) A Pemanent Chairman may be removed from office at the time of a convention of 
the Conference by a 2/3 majority vote of the delegates assembled, or, at other 
times by a 2/3 majority vote of the Permanent Organizing Committee. 

(6) Sites for future conventions of the Conference are determined by the delegates 
in a convention of the Conference assembled, except as they otherwise provide 
for. 
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SPECIAL ADMINISTRATION AND PROCEDURE - Continued 


(7) Qualifications for delegates to a convention of the Conference, and direct 
administration of any given convention of the Conference shall be the 
responsibility of the organization or individual authorized to hold the said 
convention of the Conference, subject to veto, but not subject to direct 
modification of the Peimanent Chaiiman* 

(8) Committee posts, etc., shall be detennlned through normal parliamentary 
channels within the Conference Intrastructure. 

(9) A qualification for a bid to host the Conference must be that the host 
organization will have attended at least three (3) previous Closed Sessions. 

(10) A qualification for a bid to host the Conference must be that the host 
organization will have attended the two (2) immediate preceedlng Closed 
Sessions of the Conference. 

(11) Any member of the Permanent Organizing Committee not participating In a 
mall vote taken between conventions automatically becomes disqualified as 
a member of the said Permanent Organizing Committee. Each participating 
member?s vote must be received within one month after the day the vote 
has been called for, (Definition of one month to be 31 days) or he will 
automatically lose his membership In the Permanent Organizing Committee. 

The failure or passage of the particular question re'’atlng to that mail 
vote will then depend upon the vote of the remaining Permanent Organizing 
Committee members. 


TITLE IVo KBIfflBRSHIP AND ETHICS 

(1) Membership In the National UFO Conference shall be viewed as an essentially 
honorary title. 

(2) Membership In the National UFO Conference may be obtained by a formal dec'^aratlon 
of adherence to the general principles embodied in the Ethical Code of the 
National UFO Conference, except as noted In Article Three this Title. 

(3) Memberships shall be unavallble or may be withdrawn from any Individual, 
organization or publication deemed by the committee charged with administration 
of membership, subject to the review of the delegates of a convention if the 
Conference In convention assembled. Said delegates may also remove from 
membership by a majority vote any member entity deemed objectionable. 


TITLB V. PARLIAMENTARY CONDUCT 

(1) Parliamentary conduct shall follow the general rules of procedure as outlined 
In these by-laws, Whitney*s Parliamentary Procedure and Robert’s Rules of Order, 
Revised, during closed sessions of a given convention of the Conference, with 
the addition only of any special ground rules of conduct which the administrative 
faculty of that given convention of the Conference may deem are required to 
properly conduct the session. 

(2) Open or public sessions shall follow the general rules of conduct for public 
lectures or meetings. 

(3) Committee Meetings may proceed as outlined in Article One, this Title, or 
through more informal means if such Is generally consented to. 
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TITLE VI. AMENDMENT PHOCEDITRB 

(1) At the time of a convention of the Conference this document may be amended 
by a 2/3 majority vote of the delegates assembled. 

(2) This document may be amended at a time other than the time of a convention of the 
Conference by a 2/3 majority vote of the entire Permanent Organizing Committee, 
or by the Permanent Chairman, except, in the case of the Permanent Chairman,

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NATIONAL UFO CONFERENCE 
CODE OF ETHICS 


(Adopted by the Congress of Scientific Ufologists before title change to the 
National UPO Conference. Code of Ethics adopted by the Congress assembled In 
Cleveland, Ohio, June 25, 1965 for the Second Congress of the C.S.U.) 

Code of Ethics* 

V/hereas, the members of the permanent organizing committee are cognizant of the need for 
a clear-cut statement of principles to guide member organizations and Individual 
ufologists, the following official Code of Ethics was adopted by the majority at a 
meeting of the committee In Cleveland, Ohio, 25th June, 1965. 

Revised June 24, 1972 

Whereas, cooperation among member organizations and individual ufologists Is neocessary 
to the furtherance of high standards In UFO research, and 

Whereas, the free and universal exchange of Information Is a prerequisite to the eventual 
solutlonof the UFO enigma. 

It is the sense of this Conference that no member organization or Individual ufologist 
shall arbitrally Inhibit or Indiscriminately bar the free exchange of Information. 

NOR shall any such organization or individual take any action which shall have the Intent 
or effect of suppressing such free Inquiry. 

Neither shall any such organization or individual, whether by word of mouth or In writing, 
say or write anything which shall have the purpose or effect of discrediting, defaming, 
libelling or slandering other organizations or individuals. 

NOR shall any such organization or Individual attempt in any way to Impose any specific 
set of values, whether his own or that of others; or take any steps which shall have the 
purpose or effect of dominating, controlling, monopolizing or tending to create a 
monolithic sphere of Influence which shall Inhibit, restrict, or maliciously interfere 
with the operation or activities of such organization and individuals. 

Supj)legnent **A** - For Editors 

We urge that publishers of UFO periodicals refrain from publishing, imder the-guise of 
fact, material which they have reason to believe is false. Editors should make every 
reasonable attempt to determine the true facts In each case. Deliberate falsification 
is unworthy of responsible UFO researchers. 

We disapprove of the use of unsupported assertions, except as these may occur In the 
course of general discussions clearly labelled as personal opinion. In extreme cases, 
editors may find it advisable to use such material with special disclaimers. 

We recognize the fact that editors, as Individuals, are obliged to use subtantlal amounts 
of material which they are, themselves, personally unable to verify; specific reference 
citations should be prominently featured where possible. This option Is especially 
applicable to material which the editor believes is most likely to excite unusual 
controversy. 

We do, furthermore, regard the use of pseudonyms as unfortunate while reluctantly recog- ^ 
nlzlng that they are occasslonally necessary. 

Discussions of personalities, as opposed to Issues, must In no case contravene the Code of 
Ethics approved by this Conference. Firmly believing that honest controversy Is essential 
to the advancement and progress of ufology, we nevertheless oppose gratuitous conflict.

This Conference disconnects Its-self In thought, word and deed from any Individuals, 
groups and organizations; which seek to defraud, exhort from or In any way entice 
people Into schemes; that have only unethical commercialism and similar forms of 
personal profit as their sole aim. 

The members of the Conference will uphold the findings of the Committee appointed to 
actively Involve It-self In the Investigation of and pronouncements about such pratlces, 
to all members and groups of the Conference
